fering from its chaotic past and the 
demands upon the finances of the 
‘government are immediate and 
| pressing. 

| As for recognition, it is still in the 
impasse created by the demand of 
the American State Department for 
a “preliminary treaty” safeguarding 
American interests. To be valid 
such a treaty requires the consent of 
Congress. The manner in which the 
demand was presented has sorely 
wounded Mexican pride and has 
seemed to make it dificult § for 
President Obregon to secure ratifi- 
cation, even if he, as was the case 
with an American President in the 
recent past, were d to execute 
such a treaty.

Turning to the 
crowd, Simmons declared he wanted 
to “call on the ther to forgive 
those who had persecuted the klan” 
and as the words left his lips he 
tumbled into a heap. 

The first dramatic incident was 
the appearance of Senator Watson 
of Georgia, who stepped up and took 
the wizard by the hand. Whisper-

down, but a moment later he was 
on his feet, demanding the right to 
question the witness in the interest 
of fair play.

ON IRISH CONFERENCE. 


‘BOTH SIDES ABSOLUTELY RE- 
FUSE TO GIVE OUT ANY 
INFORMATION, 


[BY CARLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH | 
LONDON, Oct. 13.—The third 


session of the Irish peace confer- 


(ence was held today at 10 Downing 


etreet and another will be held to- 
morrow. That is the extent of the 
information officially avallable, and 
it is universally regarded as good 
news. If the same can be said at 
the end of next week the successful 
issue of the conference is practically 
certain. 

The whole British delegation was 
present today, J. Austen Chamber- 
lain having recovered from his iti- 
ness, and it was learned that the 
hour and a half during which the 


session lasted was devoted to a dis- 


cussion of the work of the commit- 
tee appointed at the last session 
to discuss breaches of the truce. The 
question of the treatment of Irish- 
men interned in camps and held in 


jails and Irish demands for their re- 


lease also were discussed, but so far 
as can be learned no decision was 
reached. 

There has never been a peace 
conference at which greater secrecy 
was observed than in this. The 
Trish, who talk loudly about Wil- 
sonian doctrines, are no greater be- 
lievers in open diplomacy than for- 
mer President Wilson himself in 
practice. They were furiously angry 
at the publication of the fact that 
a committee on breaches of the 
truce had been appointed, and to- 
day they accused the British of 
having violated their pledge of 
secrecy. The Irish delegates are 
hiding away in Chelsea House, re- 
fusing to see anyone, and their pub- 
licity department professes to know 
nothing of what has happened. 

A Dublin dispatch says that four 
untried prisoners escaped from Ball- 
lykiniar internment camp last night, 
but they were recaptured and 

laced in solitary confinement on

The verdict came after a day of 
courtroom oratory. E. J. Emmons, 
chief counsel for Hightower, made 
his argument for the defendant in 
the morning. He asserted that the 
State’s case was based entirely on 
circumstantial evidence, and that the 
District Attorney had failed to make 
a chain of proof. He said High- 
tower alone could not have com- 
mitted the crime. 

Dist.-Atty. Swart asserted it was 
entirely feasible for Hightower. act- 
ing alone, to have committed the 
crime, and to have returned to San 
Francisco within the two hours fol- 
lowing Father Heslin’s d@isappea 
ance. Hightower'’s attempt alibi 
had been destroyed, Mr. Bwart de- 


clared. 

Judge Buck then instructed the 
jury as to the law, a they began 
their deliberations. 

In his final argument, Mr. Em- 
mons said Hightower is either guilty 
of murder in the first degree or he 
is innocent and should be liberated. 
“You cannot set a middle course,” 
he said, “and call it manslaughter 
or second-degree murder.“ 

“Take away the identification of 
Hightower by Miss Marie Wendel, 
Father Heslin's housekeeper, and 
you have nothing against him,“ he 
argued. He attacked the testimony 
of prosecution handwriting experts, 
saying they would testify in the 
direction that their interests lie,“ 
and said Hightower would not have 
had the strength to strike down 
Father Heslin, who weighed 200 
pounds and was nearly six feet tall. 

“The priest was killed,” he said,

NIVERSITY HEAD OUSTED 
BY CHURCH AS IMMORAL. 


Former Long Beach Minister and 
U.S.C. Teacher Dropped from 
Roster of Methodists. 


Arthur F. Torrance, Ph. D., formerly pastor of the Zaferia| 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Long Beach and now president of 
a university in China, has been dropped from the rolls of the 
Southern California Conference of the 
church in the face of charges of immorality preferred against him, 
it was learned last night. Dr. Torrance also was on the faculty of 
the University of Southern California for one year, and saw over- 
seas service during the World War. 


Methodist Episcopal 


Unusual secrecy shrouds the 
meture of the charges. The action, 
taken during the recent Methodist 
conference here, transpired in 
executive session. The formal 
record ig expected to show that Dr. 
Torrance was permitted to with- 
draw under charges. 

charge of immoral conduct 
was made against Dr. Torrance a 
year ago and at that time he was 
not in attendance at the conference. 
‘This year ne also failed to appear 
personally to defend himself, due. 
it is said by his friends, to the fact 
that he is so far removed from the 
United States. 

OTHER WOMAN. 

Ministers connected with the 
conference and those who were or 
the investigating committee headed 
by Dr. Byron H. Wilson, superin- 
tendent of the Los Angeles dis- 
trict, decline to discuss the charges. 
Dr. Torrance’s wife, who with her 
baby is in California, could not be 
located last night. but it was 
learned thai the charges involve 
asserted immoral conduct with 
another woman. The allegations 
against the former pastor are 
understood to be based on episodes 
declared to have taken place in 
San Francisco. 

Dr. Torrance is a graduate with 
high honors of the University of 
Southern California and was in- 
structor there in rhetoric, orienta! 
department, in 1915-16. A year later 
he was commissioned as a chaplain 
in the World War and served in 
the Navy until after the armistice. 
During his war experiences he was 
in two disasters, one occurring when 
his ship burned, taking the lives of 
sixteen men, and the other when 
his ship sank. 

Friends of the former pastor de- 
clare that when he returned to Los 
Angeles after the war his nerves 
were unstrung and that he was 
physically unfit for active service in 
the ministry. He accepted a posi- 
in the Interchurch World 
Movement offices here and for some | 
time was engaged in that work. 

GOES TO ORIENT. 

During this time, the charges 
State, it is understood, the asserted 
relations with the other woman were 
formed. Before the conference of 
last year, when the charges were 
filed, however, Dr. Torrace returned 
to the Orient. He had been sta- 
tioned in Viadivostok for a part of 
the time in the World War. In 
China he has established himself as 
president of a newly organized uni- 
versity, his friends declare. 

As a member of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Methodist Episcopal Con- 
ference, Dr. Torrance was appointed 
to the pulpit of Somerset Church 
in 1912. The following year he 
was appointed to the Santa Fe 
Springs church in the San Diego 
district. In 1915 he went to the 
Zaferia Church at Long Beach. It 
was in that year that he was grad- 
vated from the University of South- 
ern California. 

Although he was occupied with 
ministerial as well as scholastic 
duties while in the university, Dr. 
Torrance won the coveted 8. C. as 
a mark of his athletic prowess and 
his achievements listed in the uni- 
versity annual show he was a mem- 
ber of the track team for four years 
and played football in his senior 
year. This was in addRion to being 
an assistant instructor in rhetoric 
during his junior and senior years. 


MEMBER OF CLUBS. 


His major study was philosophy 
and part of his ministerial training 
was obtained in the Maclay College 
of Theology. He also was a mem- 
ber of the Student Volunteers, an 
organization composed of students 
pledged to become foreign mission 
workers. Other organizations to 
which he belonged are the Pauline 
Association (an organization to aid 
the social, educational and religious 
development of students of Maclay 
College,) the Cosmopolitan Cle and 
the Monogram Club, 

He was chaplain of the Webster 
Literary Society and a member of 
the Y.M.C.A. cabinet. During his 
senior year he was president of the 
Pauline Association. The following 
year he won the degree of master 
of arts and after that went East 
to complete his work toward the 
doctor of philosophy degree. 

Although declining to discuss the 
details of the case, members of the 
conference yesterday pointed out 
that although charges had deen 
brourgit against Dr. Torrance, none 
had been proved. The law of church 
procedure is that a member con- 
fronted by charges must defend 
himself in person and for this rea- 
son when the case came up for 
action the defendant could not con- 
duct a defense by proxy. The mem- 
bers of the conference pointed to 
the position now occupied by Dr. 
Torrance as making it virtually im- 
possible for him to have returned to 
the United States for the conference 
and said his withdrawal simply 
meant that he had retired from the 
ministry—not that he acknowledged 
the correctness of the charges.

They should. every

stockholders should therefore, be 
compelled to vote. Make this duty 
@asy so there will be no excuse for 
mot voting and make ft compulsory. 

The registration attendant upon 
bringing out and securing an hon- 
est vote should, perhaps, go a little 
further than merely _ registering 
voters, and it could be done prac- 
tically at no additional cost.

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Develop- 
ments which contributed to the re- 
cent irregularity or heaviness of the 
stock market were in evidence again 
today. Foreign conditions, as 
measured by the weakness of Ger- 
man, Italian and geveral less im- 
portant exchanges and sustained 
firmness of money were the chief 
factors. 

Several commodity markets, no- 
tably sugar, also were more unset- 
led and advices from producing 
centers indicated a slowing down in 
the motor, leather and kindred in- 
dustries, while the steel and iron 
trade continued to mark time. 

Stock dealings were reminiscent 
of the past week's professional 
operations, focusing mainly in the 
various oils. Domestic issues were 
inclined to strengthen but Mexican 
and European shares were offered 
at every opportunity. 

London laid the foundation for 
lower international remittances and 
that market, Paris and Ams- 


terdam were reported sellers here. 
Industrials of the more popular 
groups evinced reactionary tend- 
encies and the desultory move- 
ment of raila was mainly downward, 
cotton carriers showing marked 
weakness. Sales 600,000 shares. 

All demand loang were fixed at 6 
per cent and no palleatien from that 
rate was reported in private nego- 
tlations, except where gilt-edged 
collateral was offered, when sijght 
concessions were made.
